39 Senators and 301 
Representatives At 
Sessions Wednesday 


WASHINGTON, (tP) — Congress, 
which has refused to adjourn or re- 
cess until after the election, found 
its attendance dwindling today. 


The senate was in recess until to- 


morrow, Republican Leader Charles | 


L. McNary, G. O. P. candidate for 
Vice-President, 
nearly consummated plan for mere- 
ly formal meetings twice a week. 
The house scheduled a meeting 
for today even though it had vir- 
tually nothing to do, but had an 
agreement to recess then until Mon- 


day. This agreement was reached | 


after Speaker Sam Rayburn had 
abandoned all efforts to vote a re- 
cess until some definite date in 
the future. 


There was no roll call in the sen- 
ate yesterday to show how many 


members were in town. But Senate | 


Democratic Leader Alben W. Bark- 
ley said he did not believe a quor- 
um could be mustered. When he 
said that, during a debate with Mc- 
Nary over a recess, there were only 
39 senators present. A quorum is 
49. 

The house found 301 members 
present on a quorum call, indicat- 
ing 129 absentees. Present member- 
ship is 430. But on a roll call vote 
on a minor tobacco bill later the 
number not answering had increas- 
ed to 156. Some members were pre- 
sent and did not vote. 

Barkley said he did not expect 
more than 20 senators to show up 
Friday to hear the chaplain’s pray- 
er and then adjourn.

The bombing of St. Paul's Ca-

The bcmb hit the roof of the 
cathedral on the 90-foot stone arch 
just above the high altar and choir. 
It exploded on contact and hurl- 
ed a number of the great stone 
blocks on the arch down onto the 
altar, smashing it to bits. The 
main body of the cathedral suf- 
fered no harm. 

German planes attacked London > 
relentlessly last night but activity 
died away after an initial daylight 
raid shortly after dawn. Thirty-one 
persons were feared killed when an 
emergency air raid shelter in a 
slum area was hit squarely An 
ancient hotel was hit and a garage 
Shelter was struck. There were no 
casualties in the garage shelter. 

Official statements both from Ger- 
many and Rumania on the dis- 
patch of German troops to Ru- 
mania were expected shortly. Both 
were expected to insist that the 
troops had gone there for training 
purposes and toecarry out Ger- 
many’s guarantee of Rumanian ter- 
ritorial integrity. 

It was thought likely that Britain 
would sever relations and evacuate 
| the embassy staff to Istanbul.
